GUINEA, ETHIOPIA, GUINEA, AND LIBERIA. ASSISTANT ADMINISTRATOR 
FOR AFRICA, DOO KINGUE, HIGHLIGHTED FEATURES SHARED BY ALL 
FOUR PROGRAMS, I.E., IMPORTANCE OF RURAL DEVELOPMENT SECTOR, 
CONCENTRATION ON SMALL NUMBER OF KEY SECTORS, AND HIGH 
PERCENTAGE OF LARGE-SCALE PROJECTS. OBSERVERS FROM ALL FOUR

THEREIN FOR COUNTRIES CONCERNED. CHINA AND GHANA SUPPORTED

UNDP GC BUDGETARY AND FINANCE COMITE - 

COMITE RECOMMENDED CONTINUED DISCUSSION BETWEEN UNDP AND 
FAO TO RESOLVE IMPASSE WHICH HAS DEVELOPED OVER HOW MUCH OF 
$4,975,130 IN OVERHEAD REIMBURSEMENTS DRAWN DOWN BY FAO 
IN EXCESS OF ENTITLEMENTS THROUGH DEC. 31, 1972 WOULD HAVE 
TO BE REPAID BY IT. UNDP ADMINISTRATOR PETERSON PERSONALLY 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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INTRODUCED DP/77/ADD.4 JAN 16, SKETCHING BACKGROUND WHICH 
LED TO CURRENT DISPUTE AND SAID HE COULD NOT ACCEPT 
CONSULTANTS' RECOMMENDATIONS AND WAS FORCED TO COME FORWARD 
WITH COUNTER OFFER. FAO REP DEFENDED MAXIMUM WRITE-OFF. 

IN DEBATE, DELS WERE CLEARLY AS SEA ON ISSUE AND ESPOUSED 
EVERY POSSIBLE COURSE OF ACTION-RELIEF OF FULL AMOUNTS FOR 
ALL AGENCIES (UK, PAYMENT IN FULL BY ALL AGENCIES (BRAZIL), 

SUPPORT FOR CONSULTANTS RECOMMENDATIONS (INDIA), 

BINDING ARBITRATION (NORWAY), FURTHER NEGOTIATIONS (US), JUST 
TO MENTION A FEW. AFTER OLVER (UNDP) SUGGESTED "LITTLE

WORK PLANS, HE SAID ECA WILL COOPERATE WITH UNRISD IN DEVELOPMENT OF 
OPERATIONAL METHODOLOGY SUITABLE TO AFRICA. WALTERS (CDPPP) 
REVIEWED REPORT ON SOCIAL INDICATORS. UK EMPHASIZED NEED 
FOR BETTER COMMUNICATION BETWEEN POLICY PLANNERS AND 
SOCIAL SCIENCE RESEARCH. UK AND AUSTRIA CITED PROBLEMS 
OF MANPOWER AND RESEARCH FACILITIES. BELGUIM FAVORED MORE 
EMPIRICAL APPROACH IN FURTHER DEVELOPMENT 
OF UN WORK ON INDICATORS. ESCAP REP EXPRESSED PERSONAL VIEW 
PLANNING NOEW BEING DONE IS FAILURE, AND WAS CRITICAL OF UNIFIED

SUPPORTED UN WORK ON UNIFIED APPROACH AND INDICATORS, 

AND REMINDED COMMISSION THAT ADAPTATIONS ARE NEEDED REGIONALLY. 
ICSW REP ALSO SUPPORTED UN WORK AND CITED NEED FOR MEASUREMENT 
TOOLS IN VIEW OF WIDESPREAD POVERTY AND MALNUTRITION.
